coal Into famine 
stricken districts of the east was 
reported tonight by Fuel Adminis­ 
trator Garfield in a statement set­ 
ting forth the results of the first 
two days operation of the govern­ 
m e n t ’s five day fuel restriction or­ 
der. 
The statement 
summarizing 
the first definite reports from stat^ 
fuel administrators 
declares that 
coal is reaching consumers in ter­ 
ritory where the need has been the 
greatest and that the people “are 
getting warm .” 
For the first time in many weeks 
the statement sets 
forth coal in 
transit for the seacoast is more than 
sufficient for tile needs. 
With the assistance of the ship­ 
ping board and the railroad admin­ 
istration Dr. Garfield prepared to 
have pooled barge facilties in New 


piers and that it now was a ques­ 
tion only of getting it. abroad ships. 
Men wili be kept hard at work all 
day tomorrow in the principal At­ 
lantic ports keeping the coal mov­ 
ing. 
A new danger threatened the coal 
output today. 
Empty cars began 
to reach the chief bituminous min­ 
ing regions in diminishing numbers. 
This was due it was said in part 
to delay attending the diversion of 
coal from industries closed down to 
those permitted to run. 
In most of 
the big industrial centers switching 
work was almost doubled and con­ 
sequently there 
was considerable 
confusion in distributing the coal 
that arrived.

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ROUMANIAN CITY IS 
TRANSFORMED BY WAR 


P rovision al C ap ital of Tloum- 
ania, Now H as a Population o f 
;ItMU>00— Presents Many F e a tu re s 
of Uncommon In terest to A m e r­ 
ican Observer. 


Jassy, R um ania — (Correspond­ 
ence of the A ssociated P ress)— F e w 
cities in E urope have been more p ro ­ 
foundly affected by the war than the 
little city of Jassy , 
now the p r o ­ 
visional capital of Rum ania. 
F ro m 
a quiet, tranquil municipality with 
a population 
of less than 75,000, 


captured 'by the R u ssian s from the 
A ustrians and now turned over to 
the Rum anian m ilitary authorities 
for service under th e Rumanian flag. 
The m en seem h ap p y at the p ro s­ 
pect of serving the country of their 
nativity, 
but are conscious o f the 
grim fate that a w a its them if taken 
prisoners by the Germ ans or A u s­ 
trians; for if re-taken by the T e u ­ 
tonic forces they w ill the sum m arily 
shot a s traitors. 
Not fa r from th e center of the 
city are the residences of the K in g 
and Queen, which in times of peace 
were the quarters o f military com ­ 
panies. 
In keeping with the ten­ 
dency o f the times, they are severely 
plain in all their appointm ents and 
surroundings, and it is difficult for 
the. PiaC* 
gr" wn- to 
visitor to realize that within the 
plain, rude walls 
are housed 
the 
sovereign heads o f a nation. 
The 
Queen m ay be seen almost an y day 
setting out from th e royal residence 
in an automobile, 
unguarded, 
and 
attended only by o n e of the ladies- 
in-waiting from the court. The King 
likewise is a fa m ilia r figure on the 
street^ of Jassy. 
H e usually travels 
by m otor, accom panied by one of 
his generals or m ilitary aides. 
The 
royal fam ily is mu h loved by the 
people, and both h e and the Queen 
mingle am ong their subjects w ith a 
spirit o f democracy and catholicity 
that is deeply im pressive to th e vis* 
itor from other countries. 
M oney is of U t i l e Value. 
In the poorer q u a rte r of the pro­ 
visional 
capital 
is 
a large 
public 
market-place 
w h ere hundreds 
of 
farm ers and p e a sa n ts gather daily 
to dispose of th e ir meagre w ares. 
Of m ost striking interest perhaps is 
the fact that the ordinary m ethod 
of paying for goods with money has 
given w ay in m an y 
cases to the 
primitive custom o f barter a n d ex­ 
change; 
for in the present scarcity 
of food in Rum ania money has com e 
to h ave Ibut little 
value. 
A t this 
m arket-place m ay be seen an itin e r­ 
ant m erchant tra d in g a bushel of 
potatoes for a q u an tity of wood, a 
peasant woman exchanging a pound 
of butter tor a p a c k a g e of su g a r, or 
a farm er swapping a suckling pig 
for a few pieces o f leather. 
W hile the city. h a s many p ictu res­ 
que aspects, it is 
not without its 
scenes of sorrow 
and depression. 
Making its way slow ly along a n ar­ 
row street is a sh ab by, dilapidated, 
boxlike vehicle, so sm all that it re­ 
sem bles a toy w ago n , which th e na­ 
tives generously c a ll a hearse, and 
which is bearing to final repose the 
body o f one of the late residents of 
the city. ^ Drawn by a single horse, 
pitifully 'decrepit 
and 
lame, 
the 
hearse is followed Aby a young man 
on foot. 
Then, In 
turn, conies a 
crude gray-cart, on which is seated 
a patriarchal figu re, bent with the 
weight of years. 
The spectator inquires the d etails 
of the sombre spectacle and is in­ 
formed 
that a y o u n g woman 
has 
fallen a victim of typhus— th at ter­ 
rible scourge which as claim ed so 
many thousands o f Rum ania’s popu­ 
lation; that the y o u n g man in the 
rear with bowed h ead was the young 
woman’s finances a n d that the old 
man on the wagon, who is too feeble 


such proportions th at the Govern 
merit authorities have found it d if ­ 
ficult to provide com fortable living 
quarters for the 
civil population, 
which now num bers over 300,000. 
After the evacuation of Bucharest, 
this m odest little city became alm o st 
over night the home of the King an d 
Queen and the seat of the entire 
government. 
Here a lso are located 
the legations of all friendly foreign 
governm ents and the headquarters 
of the R u m an ian A rm y and of im ­ 
portant divisions 
o f the R u ssian 
forces. 
H istoric Associations. 
Before the war J a s s y was known 
chiefly a s the ancient capital of the 
Province o f M oldavia, and as a city 
o f interesting churches and historic 
associations. 
It is now the center 
of all oflicial, com mercial and m il­ 
itary activity in the unoccupied te r ­ 
ritory of R um ania.
